LONDON, Jan. 25—Prime min- 
ister Clement R. Attlee was urged 
today by both political supporters 
and opponents to do something 
quickly to heal British-American 
relations following his speech in 
the House of Commons Tuesday. 


There is great concern in 
Parliament, in the Government 
and in the press—that Attlee's 
refusal to support a strong Ameri- 
can policy against Communist 
China. may seriously injure Brit- 
ish-American unity. . 

Britons read with regret and 
with anxiety reports from Wash- 
ington that a wave of anger 
against Britain is rising in the 
United States. They were dis- 
mayed by Senator Wayne Morse’s 
statement that “the problem to be 
determined is whether Britain is 
on our side or on that of Red 
China.” 


Support for Avoiding War. 
There is no question in the 
minds of most Britons as to which 
side they are on, but at the same 
time there was general support, 
mixed with misgivings, for 
Attlee’s decision to exhaust every 
possibility of avoiding a general 
war in the Far East. 

There have been suggestions in 
Parliament and in the press that 
the Government take some action 
to placate American opinion and 
to assure the American people, 
that Britain is still a loyal ally 
of the United States in the cur- 
rent struggle between East and 
West. 

One proposal, adopted at a 
meeting which Attlee had yester- 
day with members of the Labor 
party’s national executive, is to 
announce details of Britain's ex- 
panded rearmament program. It 
is hoped that this will help cor- 
rect the impression in the United 
States that Britain is “dragging its 
feet.” 

Major Speech Scheduled. 

Attlee will make an important 
speech tomorrow night explaining 
the reasons for Britain’s rearma- 
ment, an offieial spokesman at 
his residence said. He will speak 
at a Labor party meeting. 

The Prime Minister received 
United States Ambassador Wal- 
ter S. Gifford last night. It was 
presumed they discussed the di- 
vergent American and British 
policies toward Communist China 
and sought means of reconciling 
them. 

Attlee has taken personal charge 
of foreign affairs, including the 
negotiations with the 
United States over Red China, as 
a result of the serious illness of 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin. 

Editorial comment on Attlee’s 
statement to Commons was a mix- 
ture of approval and misgivirigs. 
—— Times, in supporting him, 
said: | . 

“The resolution of the United 
States to brand Red China an 
aggressor), while going some way 
to express the natural anger of 
Americans, Who have suffered 
most in the fighting, would not 
improve the Far Eastern situa- 
tion in material way.” 

Ww Against Split. 

The Manchester Guardian, aft- 
er observing that “the greatest 
gulf the Russians can hope for is 
a gulf between Britain and the 
United States,” went on to say 
that the latest Chinese terms 


‘seem designed to sow more dis- 


kension among their opponents,” 
but we cannot be sure, and we 
must not extend the Far Eastern 
struggle unnecessarily.” 

The Daily Telegraph was the 
one leading paper which took a 
strong dislike to Attlee's state- 
ment. It said the Prime Minis- 
ter succeeded only in causing 
confusion.

As part of its creed of readi- 
ness, SAC is mobile. To facilitate 
movement to advanced bages, 
spare parts for planes have been 
packed in special aluminum bins 
designed to hang from shackles 
in the bomb bays of B-29s and 
50s. Complete spare engines 
are cradled, ready to be carried 
in bomb bays. Key personnel 
have their flight bags packed, and 
ready in their offices. “You may 
not have time to go home for 
your extra shirt and socks,” SAC 
men say. Men are designated by 
name for transport in certain 
planes, and their “spares,” 
trained reserve officers, have 
been picked to fill the chairs va- 
cated here. 


The B-29s operating in Korea 
are SAC planes, dispatched to 
that theater at the request of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s head- 
quarters. Two groups of the Fif- 
teenth Air Force, led by Maj. 
Gen, Emmett (Rosie) O’Donnell, 
were sent. One group was bomb- 
ing Communist targets four days 
and.

Korea was a mere brush fire 
by SAC bombing standards , but 
it did provide an opporaunity 
for SAC planners to test the 
efficiency of their mobility 
plans and crew training meth- 
ods under combat conditions.

In Korea the B-29s were used 
in direct support of ground forces 
and in other tactical action, in 
addition, to flying strategic mis- 
sions. The two groups soon ran

the United States, leaving the 
tactical work to the Fifth Air 
Force, based in Japan. 


Gen. LeMay, an experienced 
bombardment man and a hard, 
but fair, taskmaster, has welded 
SAC into an elite corps. Selec- 
tion, as well as training, is essen- 
tial in the make-up of SAC air 
crews. The high type of skill 
necessary in A-bombing requires 
fine teamwork. Most of SAc's 
personnel, from top brass to en- 
listed airmen, earned decorations 
and battle stars in World War II. 
Some SAC crews have been to- 
gether two years. Gen. LeMay 
and his deputy commanders hope 
these highly trained teams can be 
held together for many more 
years, 

Contrary to the layman’s im- 
pression of an Air Force fighting 
man, the “level type” is sought 
to man SAC bombers. . The too 
cocky individual and his opposite, 
the too quiet fellow, have been 
weeded out of the SAC air teams. 


Each of these might fail in an 
emergency.

The SAC commander tries to 
make up for the inconveniences 
in other ways. Most SAC plane 
commanders are men in their 
late 20s and early 30s, and vir- 
tually all are captains or majors. 
If LeMay had his way, SAC offi- 
cers report, the majority of 
plane commanders would be lieu- 
tenant-colonels. The General has 
a theory that a man commanding 
a $5,000,000 airplane is as worthy 
of honor and compensation as a 
man directing a $5,000,000 busi- 
ness. 

Gen. LeMay does not forget the 
enlisted personnel in his effort 
to reward intelligent and faithful 
service. Noncom stripes are 
handed out where they are de- 
served, and the General has 
taken positive steps to improve 
the living conditions of the en- 
listed man. 


Here at Offutt base is to be 
constructed a new type of apart- 
ment barracks.

The most effective of the 
SAC bombers is the B-36, in- 
tercontinental bomber capable 
of operating against targets on 
the continents of Asia and 
Europe from bases in the 
United States without in-flight 
refueling. The six conventional 
and four jet engines of the 
B-36 turn up more than 40,000 
horsepower; the huge plane 
has a 10,000-mile range and 
can carry a bomb load of more 
than 40 tons. 

SAC men defend the -B-36, 
despite the qu n raised 
against it in the past. Gen. 
LeMay left no doubt as té his 
opinion of the huge bomber 
when he told a committee of 
inquiry he was ready to pilot 
the first B-36 into combat. 
The World War II B-29 and 


its more recent and powerful 
development, the B-50, are me- 
dium bombers on SAC’s equip- 
ment list. They are not true 
intercontinental bombers, and 
cannot strike a target in the cen- 
ter of Russia and return to the 
United States without refueling, 
as can the B-36, and as the new 
B-47 jet bomber presumably will 
be able to do. When all the 
medium B-29s and B-50s are re- 
placed with B47s and B-36s the 
combat capability of SAC will be 
greatly increased. 

The top command of SAC is 
manned by “directors,” in place 
of the old “A-1, A-2 etc.” designa- 
tions for chiefs of divisions.

“as far as security will permit.” 

She made the disclosure to the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, which is hearing arguments 
for and against the proposal to 
draft 18-year-olds. 

Later, Mrs. Rosenberg told re- 
porters that the 799,000 men who 
have been rejected by the draft 
for mental and physical reasons 
will be re-appraised. 

150,000 More Men Estimated. 

Mrs. Rosenberg estimated for 
the committee that, under the 
planned lowering of standards, 
the armed forces could take in 
about 150,000 limited service men. 
She said, however, that if stand- 
ards are lowered appreciably, it 
would be wise for Congress to 
consider new pension liability, 

She indicated the Defense De- 
partment would like to know the 
lawmakers’ attitude before it 
went far. 

The matter of draft standards 
was brought up by Chairman Vin- 
son Dem.), Georgia, and Repre- 
sentative Elston (Rep.), Ohio. 
Vinson was exploring possible 
ways to tighten deferments and 


possibly to lower standards” to 
provide a “safety margin” of mili- 
tary manpower without inducting 
18-year-olds.

Year Course Would Be

Columbia.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 25—A 
bill seeking to direct the Univer- 
sity of Missouri Board of Curators 


to establish a full four-year medi- 
cal course, the last two years of 
which would be conducted in 
Kansas City, was introduced in 
the House today. 

Location of the junior ‘and sen- 
jor medical school classes in 
Kansas City would be in conflict 
with a decision of the Board of 
Curators last November to main- 
tain the proposed full four-year 
medical course at Columbia. 
Since that decision was reached, 
three curators who favored the 
Columbia site have retired from 
the board on the expiration of 
their terms. Gov. Forrgst Smith 
did not reappoint any of the 
three, and nominated others to re- 
place them. . 

47 Join as Sponsors. 

The bill to conduct the last 
wo years of the university’s 
medical school course in Kansas 
City was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Floyd L. Snyder Sr., of 
Independence. He was joined by 
47 other legislators in sponsoring 
the measure. 

Although the bill would direct 
the curators to conduct the school 
for the last two years of the 
course in Kansas City, Snyder 
conceded that the _ university's 
board would not be legally ob- 
ligated to comply, since the Board 
of Curators is a constitutional 
body and has full control over the 
university’s affairs. 

Passage of the measure, how- 
ever, would be a compelling factor 
in the determining the site of the 
new expanded medical course, be- 
cause the Legislature has control 
over the funds that would be re- 
quired to establish the four-year 
course. The ‘university now con- 
ducts a preliminary two-year 
medical course at Columbia. 

Facilities Cited. 

The bill would authorize the 
curators to purchase necessary 
land, erect necessary buildings, or 
accept any gifts of real or per- 
sonal property for the medical 
school in Kansas City. 
But Snyder said there would be 
no need to build a hospital or 
school building in Kansas City 
in order to start classes imme- 
rely there. He said space in 

the city hall could be used for 
classrooms, and the city’s two 
general hospitals and the Leeds 
Tuberculosis Hospital could be 
used in connection with the 
courses. 
Selection of the Kansas City 
location, Snyder said, would be 
much less costly to the state 
than the Columbia site. He 
estimated that a biennial appro- 
priation of about $1,000,000 would 
be sufficient to operate the last 
two years of the school in Kan- 
sas City because adequate facili- 
ties already exist there.

Two Sub-Committees. 

Two sub-committees of three 
members each will be selected by 
the transportation committee to 
work with Public Service Co., 
officials on the problems, it was 
announced by Frank Kriz, chair- 
man of the transportation com- 
mittee. 

Kriz, who.is Director of Streets 
and Sewers, said that one sub- 
committee will devote its effort 
to studies of service problems and 
the other to route changes and ex- 
tensions. His department, at the 
same time, will examine the city’s 
entire network of streets in a co- 
operative effort to provide addi- 
tional transportation in areas not 
now served. 

He said these areas include sev- 
eral in southwest St. Louis and 
one lying between Oakland, Man- 
chester, Hampton and McCaus- 
land avenues.

Milton Strauss ope: Fi ined 
$10,500 After Pleading 
Guilty on Income Levy 
Charge. 


Milton Strauss, fabrics broker, 
was sentenced to three months 
in jail and was’ fined $10,500 
today by United States District 
Judge George H. Moore, after 
Strauss pleaded guilty to a charge 
of evading income taxes for the 
years 1945, 1946 and 1947. 
Strauss, whose home is at 7536 
Oxford drive, Clayton and who 
has offices at 920 Washington 
avenue, based a plea for proba- 
tion on his co-operation with the 
Government and his alleged plan 
to make up for his fraud in later 
years. 

Morris Shenker, Strauss’s attor- 
ney, said his client had gone to 
Washington at his own expense 
and without an attorney in order 
to straighten out the tangle 
caused by duplicate records he 
kept. 

Government agents testified 
Strauss reported an income of 
$48,000 for the three years in 
question and paid a total of $11,- 
356, but his real income was $83,- 
000, on which he should have 
paid a tax of $27,260. 

Shenker asserted his client had 
no intention of defrauding the 
Government, but that he was 
making up for previous “lean 
years” as well as anticipating ad- 
ditional “lean years” in future. 
Income from the recent “fat 
years” was to be spread over later 
years, Shenker said. 

Judge Moore replied with a 
Biblical allusion of his own: “The 
way of the transgressor is hard. 
I have given you every consider- 
ation. 

“Taxes are high now and are 
going higher. Everybody is hurt 
by the man who does not pay his 
hare. 

“Many taxpayers would take 
any chance if they thought they 
would have to pay only a fine if 
caught. This man’s act was de- 
liberate. He was defrauding the 
Government.

If the Russian reply is “Yes” 
with no strings attached, the 
Western governments are pre- 
pared to join with Russia in set- 
ting a date for “the exploratory 
meeting of representatives” in 
Paris. Willingness of the United 
States to have the meeting in 
Paris is a slight concession. 

If Russia does not make a clear 
answer or attacks undesirable 
conditions—for example, if it re- 
quests that Communist China take 
part in any Far Eastern subjects

The text of the notes: 

The Charge d’ Affaires of the 
United States of America hes the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of the note of Dec. 30, 1950, of 
the Soviet Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and under instructions 
from his Government to reply as 
follows: 

The purpose of the United 

. States Government is to seek to 
allay existing international ten- 
sions by discussing all ‘problems 
likely to threaten world peace 
with a view to resolving the fun- 
damental differences between 
nations. It*therefore confines it- 
self in this reply to a further ex- 
amination of the question of the 


basis on which such negotiations | 
might take place and refrains | 


from refuting in detail the alle- 
gations on a number of points, 
especially in regard to Germany, 
which are made in the Soviet 
Government’s note. As the 
United States Government has re- 

peatedly pointed out, particularly 
25 its note of Dec. 22, 1950, these 
allegations are completely with- 
out foundation. 

With regard to the substance 
of the Soviet Government’s note, 
the United States Government 
observes that the Soviet Govern- 
ment does not object to a prelimi- 
nary conference of representatives 
of the four governments but, in 
view of other statements in the 
note, the United States Govern- 
ment feels it necessary to ask for 
clarification in order to avoid any 
misunderstanding and to make it 
possible that such a preliminary 
conference should serve as a use- 
ful purpose. 

The United States Government 
in its note of Dec. 22 stated that 
the Soviet proposal for a meeting 
of the foreign ministers confined 
to considering the demilitariza- 
tion of Germany in the context 
of the so-called Prague declara- 
tion was not acceptable for the 
reasons therein given. The note 
proposed specifically that a meet- 
ing of the foreign ministers 
should include in its discussions 
not only questions related to 
Austria and Germany but also the 
principal problems whose solu- 
tion would permit a real and last- 
ing improvement in the relations 
between the Soviet Union and the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France and the elimination of the 
causes of present international 
tensions throughout the world. 

In its reply the Soviet Govern- 

‘ment limited itself to an indica- 
tion that it is willing to discuss 
questions concerning Germany. 
In this connection, the note of 
the Soviet Government refers 
again to the so-called Prague 
declaration which the United 

States Government as well as the 
governments of France and the 
United Kingdom have made clear 
they could in no circumstances 
accept as a limitation on or as a 
basis for discussions. 

Clear Understanding Sought. 

The note of the Soviet govern- 
ment thus does not reveal wheth- 
er that government agrees that a 
meeting of the foreign ministers 
of the four countries would deal 
with the other questions indicated 
in the note of the United States 
Government. The United States 
Government wishes to emphasize, 
as was stated in its note of Dec. 
22, that the tension which exists 
in the world today does not arise 
from the German problem. A dis- 
cussion limited to the questions 
proposed by the Soviet govern- 
ment would therefore be inade- 
quate and unreal.

VAST American stockpile of atomic bombs might deter Russia 
from making war but if it came the enemy could not be defeated 
with atomic weapons alone, David E. Lilienthal warned today. 
The former chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission cautioned 
against anticipating “cheap victory” with either A-bomb or H-bomb. 


There is only “a remote possi- 
bility” the hydrogen bomb, an 
explosive surpassing the atom in 
violence, ever will be produced, 
Lilienthal writes in an article 
published in Collier’s magazine. 
“No such weapon now exists,” he 
reminded readers, adding that 
“over-emphasis on weapons of 
mass. destruction” might threaten 
American leadership of the free 
world. 


“The cost of our vast and pro- 
tracted program of rearmament 
will be increasingly heavy: in 
human and economie disruption, 
in mountains of obsolete mili- 


tary equipment to be junked for 


newer models, in nagging short- 
ages, in galloping inflation,” Lil- 
jenthal continued, to support his 
thesis that we must buy security 
the costly way.” 

Warns of “Cure-All” Doctrine. 

“If the Korean action does not 
widen into a world war, there are 
reasons to anticipate a resurgence 
of chief reliance on the A-bomb, 

he wrote. “As the strong latent 
desire to ‘stay out of Europe 
more and more asserts itself, 
‘cure-all’ advocates will have a 
doctrine with great appeal, per- 
sonal, firiancial and political; and 
we could fall again into the error 
of overreliance on our vast 
atomic strength.” 

Lilienthal’s article, giving a 
negative reply to the question 
posed by its title: “Can the Atom 
Beat Communism?” emphasized 
that Communism could not be 
defeated simply by military ac- 
tion, however successful. Most 
Americans and other free peo- 
ples were concerned chiefly now 
with means to prevent World 
War , he said. 

“If our atomic stockpile and 
the growing over-all military 
strength of the free nations suc- 
ceed in averting war, the great 
hope for peace lies in Americas 
assertion of world leadership in 


frontiers, the free interchange of 
people and ideas, as 


Russia disclosed earl. in the 
U.N. debate on the Baruch plan 
tLat it had no intention of peace- 
ful participation in a world plan. 
Unheeding, the United States 
continued its policy of complete 
disarmament and conversion de- 
manded by industrialists from war 
to peace production. The organiza- 
tion created to develop the atomic 
bomb, known as “Manhattan Dis- 
trict,” disintegrated. 


With disarmament almost com- 
plete in 1947, the Atomie Energy 
Commission headea by Lilienthal 
began an inventory to determine 
the proportions of the American 
atomic stockpile. It had been 
painted. by politicians as the com- 
pensating factor in an otherwise 
confusing scene of military un- 
preparedness. 


Stunned by Report. 


“We asked our féllow commis- 
sioner, the eminent physicist Dr. 
Robert F. Bacher, to make a per- 
sonal investigation,” Lilienthal 
recounted. “When. he returned, 
his report stunned and shocked 
us. There remained a great scien- 
tific team at Los Alamos but a 
stout stockpile did not exist.” 


During a two-year interval de- 
voted to creating “a formidable 
stockpile of improved weapons,” 
the idea of using the atomic bomb 
as the keystone of American de- 
fense became a national fetich. 


No draft or other interference 
with civilian life was involved. 
Costs were relatively small. The 
atom became at once a means to 
lasting peace by world negotiation 
and an invincible instrument of 
war. 

“This fixation on the big A- 
bomb war left us with little in- 
terest and ne capacity te focus 
attention on any lesser or more

Yet the fact is 
that this commission is at least a year and a 
half late. The need for just such a high-planed 
study of this problem was only too evident early 
in 1949. 

Some of our readers will remember a major 
Post-Dispatch editorial, America's Grave Need.“ 
printed under a two-column head, Sunday, June 
26, 1949. Accompanied by a Fitepatrick cartoon, 
-‘“Reckless Winds,” which showed cross-currents 
labeled “Red!” “Disloyal!” “Spy!” and “Traitor!” 
this editorial called for just the kind of com- 
mission now established. 

We said such a commission was needed “to 
make an early report to the American people on 
the confusing elements of Communist activities 
and the means of combatting them.” 

Last year the same proposal was made with 
much emphasis by The Washington Post in an 
editorial which it circulated widely. 

Hid the President established this commission 
back in 1949 he might very well have spared 
the country the blight of McCarthyism. A thor- 
ough study of this problem, with a set of rec- 
ommendations to Congress and to the State 
Legislatures, might have made it impossible for 
the Wisconsin demagogue to conduct the cam- 
paign of smears and unsupported charges which 
he ran throughout the whole of 1950 and is 
continuing to this day. 

In many states this was a controlling issue in 
1950 midterm election. Senator McCarthy was 
the G.O.P. campaigner most in demand.

Current events in Chicago show one way of 
doing such business. Mayor Kennelly asked 
Alderman George Kells repeatedly to run for 
office again, but Kells refused. He said his wife 
was ill. The Chicago Tribune says the truth is 
that Capone mobsters threatened Kells’ life if 
he did run. The mobsters had already run one 
of Kells’ lieutenants out of town, and his pre- 
cinct captains were shifting to the opposition. 
Mayor Kennelly and his police apparently 
have lost the power to protect the Mayor's own 
friends, and if that is so, what protection do the 
peopie of Chicago have? The Tribune wants to 
know “who is running the town, the Mayor or 
the gangsters.” 

The Kells case threatened naked, unsheathed 
violence by organized criminals, but that is not 
the way they usually operate. In most cases, 
Senator Kefauver says, the racketeers buy their 
way into politics, protection and even respecta- 
bility. But the Kells case also shows that the 
latter-day hoodlums are not much beyond the 
tommy-gun stage of their prohibition predeces- 
sors, if they think they can get away with it. 

There is nothing very new about contemporary 
crime, including some of its personnel, except 
for the criminals’ business-like guise. This has 
concealed some of the depredations of gambling 
and other rackets. But the business-like front 
can quickly be dropped for the business end of 
the gun. 

Law enforcement will not cut down the organ- 
ized criminals until an angry public demands it. 
And mobilizing public opinion is really the 
major task of the Kefauver committee. We 
Americans would be a pretty foolish people to 
devote all our energies to the obvious outside 
dangers to the nation, yet ignore the constant 
gnawing at democratic government by rats of 
the underworld. 


Hyde Park Disappoints Mr. Kilby 


A bunch of crackpots. That’s the way the 
spouters in London’s Hyde Park impress Lincoln 
Kilby. And Mr. Kilby, in ease anyone missed 
being introduced the other day, is the rural mail 
carrier from Vandalia, Mo., who is having a 
first-hand look at England for the home folks up 
in Audrain county. 

Lest some of our readers along Cuivre river's 
south fork are let down by this report about the 
orators in Hyde Park, we hasten to say that 
there is nothing unusual in the reaction of their 
eyes-and-ears man in England. Almost every 
American feels the same way after he listens 
awhile. The speakers are, to put it mildly, an 
odd assertment, And they talk on the wildest 
range of topics under the sun. Many are just 
what Mail Carrier Kilby calls them, namely 
crackpots. 

But the point is not how much sense these 
erackpots make. What counts is that they are 
utterly free to say what they please. Free 
speech in England is not proved by the serious 
debates in the House of Commons, important 
though they may be. Free speech is protected 
by the utterly unimportant rantings of the 
gleamy-eyed fanatic on his step-ladder rostrum 
around which may be gathered only a handful 
including L. Kilby, R.F.D., 
Vandalia, Mo., U.S.A. 
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Time Limit on the Gas Tax? 

Gov. Smith has agreed to a five-year limit 
on any increase in the state gasoline tax. The 
limit would permit a review of Missouri’s road 
situation five years hence, and it should attract 
support in the Legislature for the higher tax. 

The time limitation was proposed ‘to Gov. 
Smith by Representative Duvall of Clarksville, 
chairman of the House Roads Committee. He 
points out that while the state absolutely re- 
quires a 4-cents-e-gallon tax today, to meet road 
needs, changing economic conditions might per- 
mit a lower tax by 1957. . 

Perhaps Mr. Duvall’s statement seems highly 
optimistic, since a tax once imposed is always 
hard to reduce. But the committee chairman 
has figures to show that highway revenues cer- 
tainly ought to be reinspected within a few 
years. 

Missouri’s present 2-cent tax—lowest in the 
nation—is expected to produce about $41,600,000 
in the 1951-53 biennium. But bond retirement 
will take $17,200,000, leaving only $24,000,000 
for actual road work. In 1987, however, the 
last of the bonds will be paid off, making mil- 
lions of dollars more available for road building 
and maintenance. 

So a review of road revenues and highway 
requirements in five years would be desirable. 
The certain thing now is that current revenues 
are insufficient, and so are our roads. A (cent 
gas tax is an immediate ‘necessity.

The one definite protest came 
from Dr. Howell D. Davies, exec- 
utive secretary of the Committee 
for Continuation of Congrega- 
tional Churches. He gaid his 
group “is oposed to the present 
merger.” 

Many of the other objections 
to the union plan were denomin- 
ational in nature—although each 
group said it wanted to bring a- 
bout the eventual union. 

The Methodists asked that the 
plan of merger be made more 
definitive—and mentioned partic- 
ularly the powers and duties of 
the bishops and the general 
council,

Air Force Needs 


Quality to Meet 
Is Being Decided 


Octane Ceiling Would Be Hardest on New 
Cars and Those in Low-Altitude 
East Coast Areas. 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK, Jan. 25 (AP)—A 


cut in the quality of gasoline for 
your automobile is being debated 
today in Washington. 

If ordered, the cutback will hit 
barder at East Coast drivers than 
at others, and at owners of the 
latest.models. Drivers of the new- 
est automobiles can readjust their 
spark, but will still have to put 
up with poorer performance, ex- 
perts say. 

The idea of today’s conference 
is to save on the amount of 
tetraethyl lead the family car 
uses so there Il be ae mak- 
ing high-octane gaso or war 
planes. The Petroleum Adminis- 
tration for Defense is asking oil 
company executives how about a 
ceiling on octane rating of auto- 
mobile’s gasoline. 

A step-up in making tetraethyl 
lead is announced at the same 
time—and a new process for mak- 
ing it. The oil industry steps up 
its oil production rate to a new 
high—producing one million bar- 


rels of petroleum ‘more a day 
than it did a year ago. 

High octane gasoline for de- 
fense is wanted for this reason: 
higher octane cuts down knock- 
ing in engines. Some of the 
latest car models are designed to 
use high-octane gasoline for ef- 
ficient performance, although 
most of the older cars do not 
need it. 

The higher octane ratings are 
essential in — wera je 
most power possibie m g 
from each gallon of gasoline 
carried—and this is even more 
important to military than to 
civilian planes. 

The PAD proposal is to set up 
three grades of automobile gaso- 
line: premium, with a ceiling of 
90 octane rating; intermediate, 86 
octane; and regular, 84. In many 
sections of the country the gaso- 
line now in use falls below those 
ceilings. Anong the east coasts, 
however, it mostly exceeds those 
ceilings because of the greater oc- 
tane requirements of motors 
operated at low altitudes.

In Hong Kong I heard a three- 
hour plea for help and guidance 
from a mainland guerrilla.

Missing a Chance. 

What’s being missed, because 
of our strange and awful failure 
to remove the curtain between 
ourselves and the people, is the 
last chance we'll ever have.

Pineapples Good Quality. 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 

Take a walk down Commission 
Row these days and you will see 
fresh vegetables in such profu- 
mon that you can almost fool 


zoe weather last week proba- 
ly had something to do with it; 
at any rate even the sidewalks of 
the Row are almost filled with 
produce. 

The result of this plenty, as 
you may guess, is that you will 
find lower prices on several items 
this week. Celery, for example, 
has gone down considerably, as 
have carrots and beans. Tomatoes 
show a downward trend but are 
far from cheap. Iceberg lettuce 
is right at its-peak of quality now 
and is very reasonable. Incident- 
ally, we mentionel last week that 
over 89 million gallons of salad 
dressing were consumed last year. 
Some one has now raised the 
question of how much lettuce was 
eaten with that salad dressing. 
We give up on that one. All we 
can say is that it must have been 
a lot of lettuce. 

Tou will find some top quality 
new cabbage in the market, most- 
ly in medium-to-small size heads. 
Additional supplies of Hubbard 
squash are here, with acorn 
squash available if you are will- 
ing to pay a very high price. 

Here is an item which will add 
to your illusion that spring is just 
around the corner—Southern sas- 
safras, which doesn’t usually ap- 
pear this early in the season. 
Other harbingers of spring are 
the new potatoes which we men- 
tioned last week, corn from Flor- 
ida, and some very good-looking 
okra. 

We have a special message for 
any of you who like turnip tops. 
You know these tops sometimes 
have just the roots on the end, 
but those which are now in 
market have tiny, baby turnips 
which are sweet and tender. They 
are a sort of an ‘extra bonus, in 
addition to the good you get from 
the tops themselves. 

Here is a little item which is 
rather interesting, although per- 
haps not too important; garlic 
which has come all the way from 
Italy to St. Louis. It is a little 
smaller and more compact than 
the domestic garlic, and is of ex- 
cellent quality.

While some of these fruits may 
not be as plentifyi’ 
been recently there are no real 
shortages. And there are some 
special treats. 

Take the Cuban pineapples, for 
example. They are not here in 
great quantities, but they are de- 
licious. Pineapples sometimes 
arrive green and must be allowed 
to ripen, and somehow they never 
seem to attain quite the same fine 
flavor. ‘Those which are now ar- 
riving are coming in with a 
maturity which is just beginning 
to break into ripeness and which 
assures you of a delicious, full 
flavor. 

Other fruits which might be 
classified as delicacies are the 
hothouse rhubarb, which is mod- 
erating a bit in price, and straw- 
berries, which are becoming more 
plentiful. 

After discussing such things as 
imported pineapples and straw- 
beries (which, by the way, are 
delicious served together), it may 
seem like an anti-climax to men- 
tion apples. But our fruit survey 
wouldn’t be complete without call- 
ing your attention to them, since 
they are very abundant.

This 
will avoid the danger of tearing 
the thin strips. One more tip: 
cook bacon slowly. It will shrink 
less and have a better flavor.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25—Part 
of Camp Crowder near Neosho, 
Mo., will be “recaptured” from 
the General Services Administra- 
tion and converted into a troop 
reception center at a cost of 
$1,400,000, Missouri Senators Kem 
and Hennings were informed to- 

day by the army. 

The post was used in World 
War II as a Signal Corps train- 
ing establishment and was equip- 
ped to handle more than 25,000 
men. It was declared surplus in 
1947. Since Jefferson Barracks 
near St. Louis, a World War II 
reception center, is no longer a 
military post, it was thought 
likely Crowder would become a 
receiving station for the area. 

A number of buildings on the 
post recently have been used for 
the storage of grain and are said 
to be in a bad state of repair. 


The grain was ordered removed 


several weeks ago. 


The camp was named after 


Gen. Enoch Crowder, a Missou- 
rian who had administered the 
selective service act of the First 
World War. It encompasses near- 
ly 60,000 acres.

HILDREN grow best and learn most easily and thoroughly 
(wen they are happy. When a child is unhappy in school 

and fails in his work the only thing to do is to find why 
he fails and do what is necessary to help him succeed. Failure 
to come up to the standards required in school and home 
always makes a child miserable. 

“That’s fine talk. He goes to school with a chip on his 
shoulder.

NO. HELP. HIM. Study the unhappy, unco- operative 
child and learn what is troubling him.

That is our fault. 

We are forever telling a child to make his good better 
and his better best. The child feels he is doing his best and 
has done well. Consequently he feels there is no use in 
trying to please us. This accounts for one set of unhappy 
children. 

Then we have those who lack ability to do top work in 
school subjects. They, being held to the topmost standards 
of academic work, become discouraged and look for ways 
to escape. When their work is more carefully adjusted to 
their abilities and they are made to feel accepted, they lose 
that unhappiness and struggle on. 


THERE IS ALWAYS the backward child, the one who is 
on the border line of normality. If a child is intelligent enough 
to attend a school he is intelligent enough to be taught some 
things that will be useful to him in his struggle to win a 
place in the community. Such a child should be enrolled in 


a class of children about his own chronological age and given 


a program of subjects he can master to some degree of 
proficiency. He should not be segregated so that he feels 
he is unfit. |

Cranberries 


Add Color 
To Meals 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE bright red color of cran- 

berries and the tang of the 

flavor are particularly satisfy- 
ing at cold weather meals. Of 
course we have sauce or jelly with 
our turkey, but they go just as 
well with chicken that will be on 
the menu often. Fresh cranberries 
will be plentiful for the next few 
months and the canned cranberry 
jelly and sauce are always avail- 
able and convenient to use. 


berry sauce at dinner recently, I 
was asked how I could make it 
stand up so well. First of all, the 
cranberries must not be over-ripe. 
I cooked them with one-quarter 
as much water as the fruit in a 
covered pan. When the skins 
burst, I added half as much sugar 
as the cranberries and stirred 
over the heat just until it had dis- 
solved. Then I poured it directly 
into the mold. After it has cooled, 
it goes into the refrigerator to 
stay until I am ready to use 
it. Then it can be turned out into 
a perfect mold. I suggest, how- 
ever, using a shallow bowl with a 
flat bottom, as room temperature 
may make it “weep” a little and 
some of the juice may separate. 
It may overflow from the plate 
and then there will be a stain on 
the tablecloth. 

Cranberry sauce or jelly. have 
other uses besides furnishing a 
relish for main dishes. They add 
color and flavor to a tapioca pud- 
ding and may be used with a cob- 
bler, an upside-down cake or in 
a pie. The combination of cran- 
berry sauce with pears and cream 
cheese and other ingredients and 
frozen in the refrigerator tray 
will serve as a combination salad 
and dessert. 

Cranberry Tapioca Pudding. 

Two cups cranberries, one-half 
cup water, one and one-fourth 
cups sugar, three-fourths cup 
quick-cooking tapioca, one-half 
teaspoon salt, thee and one-half 
cups boiling water. 

Cook cranberries in the one- 
half cup water in covered sauce- 
pan until skins burst, about 6 min- 
utes, and remove from heat. Stir 
in sugar. Add tapioca and salt to 
boiling water and cook over low 
heat, stirring constantly until 
tapioca is clear, about 5 minutes. 
Add cranberries and cook 2 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. Pour 
in serving dish. Chill. Unmold 
and serve with whipped cream.

Refrigerator Care. 

T’S just possible that you may 
| have your present refrigerator 

a lot longer than you had ex- 
pected so better start taking care 
of it now. 

The main thing that gets a re- 
frigerator is just what gets the 
rest of us—running too much. 
Maybe you can’t do much about 
yourself but you can do some- 
thing about the refrigerator. Be 
sure that it isn’t located too near 
the range or any other type 
equipment that produces heat. 

Also be sure that there is am- 
ple circulation of air around it. 
You can do this by keeping the 
refrigerator 4 or 5 inches away 
from the walls and a foot or so 
from the ceiling. Don't build 
shelves or cabinets around the 
sides or over the top of the re- 
frigerator. 

Excessive vibration is bad for 
any mechanical equipment and in 
the case of a refrigerator it’s 
usually because the box is not 
sitting level on the floor. You 
can check this with a carpenter’s 
level and correct it by placing 
thin strips of wood under the 
legs until the refrigerator sits 
perfectly level and secure. 

Once a year turn off the power 
to the refrigerator and take your 
vacuum cleaner and give the con- 
denser a good cleaning.
